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As a student of East European Perfins, 
I was deeply interested in Jan Prins’ 
article on the Perfins of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina published in the September 
issue of the Bulletin. His identifica- 
tions of Perfins' users are most valuable 
to every philatelist. 

In his listing, Prins includes two pat- 
terns which are not in my collection 
(B.A.G. and C.D.), but I can add another 
pair of Perfins he does not list: L.L.H. 
and TT (see drawings below). This makes 
a total of 11 different Perfins known to 
have been used in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 





The L.L.H. Perfin is from Sarajevo and 
I have it on the 5h Emperor Franz Joseph 
issue (Scott #68). The TT pattern has an 
illegible postmark and I have it on the 
10h countryside view (Scott #35). 

I have a feeling that there are other 
patterns from Bosnia and Herzegovina and 
I urge anyone who can add to the story of 
this territory's Perfins to come forward.
